Chillan, Chile 
(Via Buenos 
Aires) Jan. 27 (IP) — An endless 
file of ox-drawn funeral carts 
slowly made its way through the 
ruined streets of historic Chil­ 
ian today. 
In somber despair men and 
women who had lived through 
the horror of earthquake limped 
and labored alongside the creak­ 
ing carts to bury sons and 
daughters, mothers, fathers, life­ 
long friends. 
The weary way led to com­ 
munal graves — some of them 
ditches the living had been able 
to dig, some of them deep fis­ 
sures with which the violent 
earth convulsions scarred the 
countryside Tuesday night. 
The military and those who 
could work dug into the sham­ 
bles for more dead — so many 
that they cannot be counted. The 
living that remain of the city of 
40.000 are being counted instead. 
Mayor Silidoro Tapia believed 
10.000 perished as the city fell on 
the trembling earth which sim­ 
ilarly destroyed the old Chilian 
IOO years ago.

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COUNTING ON UNCLE SAM 
Departing from ou r shores, Pau l Von Zeeland, 
former Premier of Belgiu m, complimented the 
swarming ship reporters on what he called the 
two greatest assets of this great land, to wit, 
the ex panse of the Atlantic between u s and 
Eu rope and the stretch of the Pacific between u s 
and Japan. They are, as he saw it then, de­ 
fensiv e barriers and means of k eeping u s ou t of 
war. 
Back in Eu rope once more, he treats himself 
to another and different thou ght: We cou ldn’t 
k eep ou t of a general Eu ropean war if we tried. 
Here is what he told the American Clu b in 
Paris, as reported in The New York Herald 
Tribu ne: 
“A Eu ropean war will no longer be a Eu ropean 
war. It wou ld necessarily and immediately be a 
world war. I fou nd in v ery large sections of 
American opinion a growing conv iction that to­ 
day the United States was too big, too strong 
and too important economically and politically 
to be able to stay ou t of a world war, and that 
it wou ld be impossible for them to k eep their 
economic interests ou tside of the game and to 
stay ou t if the rest of the world were at war.” 
Unfortu nately , this may be tru e of a confla­ 
gration y ears hence. Bu t as of 1939 the Ameri­ 
can people are still k eenly aware that the war 
to end all wars” didn’t do it, and that, in the 
light of Mu nich, “mak ing the world safe for 
democracy ” was an idle dream. For more than 
a centu ry , with the notable ex ception of the 
World War, we hav e pretty firmly adhered to 
the principle of the Western Hemisphere for 
Americans and of non-participation in q u arrels 
ov erseas. In this attitu de we were fortified by 
ou r natu ral geographical position. 
__ 
^nHBu ropef howev er, there is an obsession in 
certain q u arters that the break down of the 
Leagu e of Nations, the repu diation of foreign 
debts to this cou ntry , the rise and agressiv eness 
of new gov ernmental ideologies hav e no lesson 
to strengthen ou r determination to slay ou t of 
free-for-all fights. In v iew of its su dden and 
intense interest in increased armament, ou r own 
gov ernment seems to hav e dou bts of ou r ability 
to k eep ou t of embroilment. 
Bu t there can be no dou bt, whatev er, that 


av oiding war is the desire of the great mass of 
the American people. 


SOCIALIZED LOAFING 
And now Sov iet Ru ssia, a pioneer in 
the field 
of social secu rity , has learned to its dismay that 
sometimes these idealistic schemes for the en­ 
hancement of the work er’s welfare simply cau se 
a lot of loafing on the job. 
I he resu lt is that the Bolshev ik s hav e ordered 
a sweeping cu rb on Indolence. Employ es who are 
fou nd to hav e chiseled secu rity benefits by tru ­ 
ancy and indifference will be fired. In addition, 
labor discipline will be tightened all along the 
line. 
The fact that Moscow has fou nd it necessary , 
after a fiv e-y ear ex periment, to clamp down on 
loafers who wou ld rather liv e on the gov ernment 
tnan contribu te honest toil, shou ld be a sig­ 
nificant reminder for those in charge of Amer­ 
ica’s social secu rity program. 
Perhaps the minimizing of those old capi­ 
talistic traits of ambition and self-reliance is 
something of a mistak e, after all.
